brought into unity.

Lord, hear our prayer. 
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The Church’s Perspective on the Far East 

“T feel as if I’m groping all along the way. 
Neutrality versus codperation with other na- 
tions and its possible entanglements in war. The 
rights of China versus the economic compulsion 
Japan is under. These and other issues have got 
me coming and going. I’m often speaking be- 
yond the point where I am certain.” 

The above quotation from a letter from a 
pastor is representative of the call for guidance 
to the churches on the tragic situation in the Far 
East. Perhaps it describes a more wholesome 
attitude than many statements which over-sim- 
plify the problem involved. 

Positively and without hesitation we must 
condemn Japan’s ruthless military aggression in 
China. We must do everything possible to ex- 
press active sympathy with the suffering Chi- 
nese. But it is also our duty, if we are to be 
wise citizens, still more if we are to be truly 
Christian, to keep a fair judgment and try to un- 
derstand all aspects of a complicated situation. 

We submit the following observations as 
guides to thinking on the Far Eastern conflict: 

1. America is not without a share in the guilt. 
She added fuel to the fire of Japanese national- 
ism by an insulting discrimination in her immi- 
gration legislation, by a tariff policy which 
helped to force Japan into a campaign for eco- 
nomic self-sufficiency, and by her failure to take 
initiative in facilitating freer economic inter- 
course in the Pacific. 

2. Japan sincerely believes that the great na- 
tions have been unjust to her. She associates 
herself with Germany and Italy as “have-not” 
nations in distinction from the ‘‘have” nations, 
—the British Empire, the United States and 
France. The “haves,” with a population three 
times that of the “have-nots,” control ten times 
as much territory as the “have-nots” and four 
times as much raw materials and food-stuffs. 
‘With such a distribution, the political and eco- 
nomic map of the world has been frozen and 
the “have” nations have not made provision for 
making it more fluid. 

3. Although the nations, including Japan, 
have solemnly repudiated war, they have not 
repudiated the instruments of war and have not 
developed processes of peaceful change. We live 
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in a dynamic world. The needs of nations change 
with time. If changing needs are not to be sat- 
isfied by other means, war will be resorted to so 
long as the instruments of war are maintained 
and the nations insist on -absolute national 
sovereignty. 

4. Peaceful change does not require a re- 
allocation of colonies. Rather it requires freer 
and more equitable access to raw materials and 
markets. This necessitates international confer- 
ences and concessions. The peace of the Far 
East would not be permanently established 
either by permitting Japan to annex Chinese 
territory or by driving her back to her islands 
and isolating her economically. 

5. Christians should do what is appropriately 
Christian to resolve the conflict. We are opposed 
to going to war and therefore likewise opposed 
to measures which are likely to bring on war. 
Our opposition to war is not based on fear of the 
consequences to us or a reluctance to pay the 
price but on the conviction that if justice and 
peace are to be established in the Far East, 
China and Japan must live together as neighbors 
with mutual respect, and the rights of both na- 
tions must be recognized. Any treaty following 
war must satisfy these conditions; and yet, the 
longer and the more widespread the war, the less 
possible will it be to establish peace on those 
conditions. Why not hold the economic con- 
ference now? Why call the recognition of legiti- 
mate needs “buying off Japan’’? 

One of the important statements of the Ox- 
ford Conference is pertinently applicable to the 
present crisis: “The unequal distribution of. 
natural bounties is one of the main causes of 
war, if control is used to create a monopoly of 
national advantages. Christian people should 
move their governments to abstain from such 
policies and to provide a reasonable equality of 
economic opportunity.” 

What should the Churches do? We believe 
they should take the lead in raising funds for 
relief in China. They should keep the lines of 
intercourse open between the people of Japan 
and America. They should encourage the govern- 
ment to enter into conference on the problems of 
the Pacific. They should set themselves against 
the rising tide of bitterness and belligerency.

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Missions Conference and Federal 
Council in New Codéperation 


The Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America and the Federal Council have devel- 
oped a new plan of codperation in bringing the 
foreign missions enterprise and the cause of in- 
ternational justice and goodwill into closer rela- 
tionship and mutual support. The Committee of 
Reference and Counsel of the Conference re- 
cently requested the Federal Council to desig- 
nate one of the secretaries of the Department of 
International Justice and Goodwill to be asso- 
ciated with it in facilitating effective cooperation 
between the two movements. The Federal Coun- 
cil has designated Rev. Roswell P. Barnes to 
‘represent it in this new relationship. Mr. 
Barnes is well equipped by interest, training and 
experience for this work. He has recently come 
to the staff of the Federal Council from the pas- 
torate of the University Heights Presbyterian 
Church of New York City where he had built 
the interest in both missions and peace into 
every department of the church’s work. A 
brother and sister of Mr. Barnes have rendered 
service under the Presbyterian Board in China. 

One of the first steps in cooperation between 
the two movements was the issuance of a joint 
statement from the Foreign Missions Confer- 
ence and the Federal Council on the Far Eastern 
situation. Many friends of both movements 

have expressed their gratification that these two 
_ great agencies are speaking to the churches with 
a united voice. The practical advantages of 
such codperation were also evident in a recent 
conference of missionaries from the Far East in 
which Mr. Barnes codperated with the Foreign 
Missions Conference to bring to the returned 
missionaries an explanation of what lies behind 
the policy of our government and the attitude of 
the churches in America toward such perplexing 
issues as neutrality and the boycott. 

The most important contribution of the Church 
at large to the peace enterprise is that of 
developing a recognition of the Christian Church 
‘as a universal community cutting across the 
arbitrary and incidental boundary lines of na- 

tions. The foreign missions enterprise is ulti- 
mately the greatest of all peace movements and 
should be so recognized everywhere. 
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Why Consider Race Relations? 


The very nature of the Gospel that we profess, 
in the first place, involves the relations between 
men of different colors and races as the children 
of one Creator and Father. Our conception of 
Christian brotherhood must draw a circle wide 
enough to include all or it ceases to be brotherly. 
In so far as the white churches exclude Negroes, 
Indians and Mexicans or segregate them or treat 
them on a different basis from that on which 
white persons are treated they fail to that ex- 
tent to have the mind of Christ. Those who pro- 
fess to be followers of the Christ but refuse to 
give full fellowship to others because they are 
different in racial heritage fail to be Christian in 
an important aspect of their lives. 

Too often churchmen have approached the 
relations between white and Negro peoples on 
the basis that the poor, ignorant, backward, 
weak Negro people needed their aid. There is 
no denying the fact that a people who for three 
hundred years have borne the burden of slavery 
and serfdom have need of brotherly help. Their 
need is certainly one basis for Christian service. 
But there is a larger and more excellent reason 
for practicing justice and goodwill in race rela- 
tions. Justice is an obligation because every 
human being made in the image of God, has a 
claim to justice from his fellowmen. And jus- 
tice is a prerequisite to true mercy, which brings 
refreshment, “like the gentle rain from Heaven,” 
upon the so-called superior and _ inferior— 
whether white or black, red or brown. It blesses 
those on both sides of the color line. It does not 
remove the difficult problems of race relations 
but it prepares our spirits so that we can tackle 
them together. 

Not a little of the spiritual, moral and struc- 
tural weakness of the Church today can be 
traced to its uncertainty in the past on questions 
of fundamental human rights involved in race 
relations. Some of the divisions in the major de- 
nominations grew out of differences over this 
issue. In these critical days when problems of 
our rapidly changing world are making history, 
churchmen cannot compromise on these basic 
human issues and retain their full power either 
to speak for Christ or to help a distressed 
world. 
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Practicing Unity on Statewide Basis 


conferences and conventions of practically all the 

denominational groups of a State were held in one 
place at one time. This pioneering experiment was car- 
ried out under the auspices of the Connecticut Council 
of Churches and Religious Education, as a result of the 
vision and leadership of Dr. J. Quinter Miller, executive 
secretary, enthusiastically supported by Dr. Merrill F. 
Clarke of New Canaan, President of the Council, and the 
denominational officials of the State. 

Certain periods were set aside for separate sessions at 
which the official business of the denominations was car- 
ried on. Other sessions were devoted to great interde- 
nominational meetings of an inspirational character; 
still other sessions were set aside for educational seminars 
dealing with various aspects of the concrete tasks of the 
church in various areas of service and among the differ- 
ent groups of its constituency. A united communion 
service was generally regarded as the climax of the entire 
program. 

The denominational groups which held their official 
annual conventions in New Haven at the same time, 
October 14-15, were the Connecticut Conference of 
Congregational-Christian Churches, the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, the Connecticut Valley Presbytery, 
the United Universalist Convention and the New Haven 
Archdeaconry of the Protestant Episcopal Church. In 
the case of the Methodists, whose Connecticut member- 
ship is divided among five different conferences, there 
was a statewide fellowship meeting. The United Luth- 
eran Churches of Connecticut, which belong to a synod 
covering the whole of New England, likewise held a 
fellowship meeting. The African Methodist Episcopal 
Church and the African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church also held statewide meetings. The Disciples of 
Christ, the Seventh Day Baptists and the Hungarian 
Reformed Churches, all of which have too few congre- 
gations in the state to make a statewide conference pos- 
sible, nevertheless codperated in the meeting of the 
Council of Churches. 

This unprecedented development was the outcome of 
extended conference among denominational leaders in the 
state covering a period of an entire year. Each of the 
cooperating denominations appointed three members 
upon a joint committee planning for the program. The 
ministers and representatives of the local churches 
throughout the state were pleased with the plan because 
it gave them an opportunity to hear outstanding leaders, 
both in the public meetings and the seminars, which no 
single group could have brought to the state. The ex- 
penses of the joint meetings were met in part by offerings 
at general sessions and in part by proportional contribu- 
tions from the codperating denominations. Eighty-three 
personal guarantors of ten dollars each agreed to share 


F<: the first time in American history the annual 


proportionately in any further amounts which might be 
found necessary in addition to these two sources of in- 


come. According to a preliminary report it appears that. 


it will not be necessary to call upon the underwriters 
at all. 

The opening session at Woolsey Hall, Yale University, 
found thirteen hundred present. The closing session had 
an attendance of twenty-three hundred. At the seminars 
dealing with Christian social action there was a registra- 
tion of six hundred and fifty, and at the parallel group 
of seminars dealing with the educational program of the 
churches a registration of eight hundred. 

Among the speakers at the interdenominational ses- 
sions were Dr. Adolf Keller of Geneva, Muriel Lester of 
London, Dr. George A. Buttrick of New York, and Dr. 
Samuel McCrea Cavert of the Federal Council. 

The enthusiasm of the ministers and laymen of the 
state for the plan was unmistakable. They felt that they 
were breaking new ground in the whole movement for a 
more united church and providing a practical demon- 
stration which other states would be impelled to follow. 

The reaction to the plan is indicated by the following 
resolution of the Hartford Federation of Churches: 


“That the Hartford Federation of Churches record 
its appreciation and commendation of the plan evolved 
by Dr. J. Quinter Miller and his associates for the 
simultaneous denominational conferences recently held 


in New Haven in conjunction with the meeting of the | 


State Council of Churches and Religious Education. 
We believe that this successful gathering of twelve 
distinct bodies marks a new advance in Christian co- 
operation, and feel that such a demonstration of spir- 
itual unity and organizational diversity must have a 
wide influence in the total program of the Christian 
churches,”

of the International Convention of the Disciples of Christ. 
Dr, Fortune’s article is an interpretation of the enduring 
significance of the Bible for the life of the Christian, the 
Church and the world.

Bible Society, Park Avenue and 57th Street, New York, 
also includes a suggested order of worship for Universal 
Bible Sunday and a list of materials which will be useful

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| The National Preaching Mission Moves On 


S the BuLLETIN goes to press the Mission has 
AN este the Capital District of New York State 
comprising the three cities—Albany, Schenec- 
tady, and Troy. Sunday, October 24, the opening day 
of the Mission, was a marked success. The two mass 
meetings of each of the three cities filled the churches 
in which they were held and were marked by enthusiasm 
and spiritual power. In the afternoon, youth meetings 
were held in each of the cities, which brought out hun- 
dreds of young people. The same spirit marked these 
meetings of the afternoon. The attendance at the Sun- 
day meetings totalled almost 8,000. 

For Monday, the second day of the Mission, thirty- 
four meetings were scheduled which included mass meet- 
ings, meetings for ministers, women and youth, six 
seminars, luncheon meetings and school assemblies. Out- 

standing in the schedule was the luncheon of the state, 
county and city officials sponsored by Mayor Thatcher 
and Governor Lehman. 

The Mission preceding that in the Capital District 
was the one in Portland, Maine, beginning on Thursday, 
October 21, and continuing through Sunday afternoon, 
October 24. This Mission met with some bad weather, 
particularly on Saturday, but nevertheless was marked 
by significant gatherings and a growing response. The 
last service of the Mission, which was held in the City 
Auditorium on Sunday afternoon, brought together about 
2,000 people. It was addressed by Hon. Francis B. 
Sayre, Assistant Secretary of State, and was said to be 
the largest interdenominational gathering held in Port- 
land in the last ten years. Ministers came from all over 
the State of Maine, including a group from Aroostook 
County which is about 350 miles from Portland. The 
seminars had an attendance of over 500 each day. 


The extension plans for the Portland Mission have 
been carefully worked out. Immediately following the 
four days in Portland, 9 Four-Day Missions began in 
strategic centers over the State of Maine. The dates for 
these Missions are as follows: October 24-27, Lewiston 
and. Presque Isle; October 28-31, Augusta and Houlton; 
October 31-November 3, Farmington and Machias; 
November 4-7, Lincoln and Ellsworth; November 7-10, 
Bangor. 

The extension program will culminate in simultaneous 
Kight-Day local Preaching Missions during the week of 
January 3 to 10, 1938, to be held in many churches over 
the state. 

The first Mission of the autumn schedule was that 
held in Salt Lake City, September 26-29. This Mission 
endeavored to reach the churches of the great Inter- 
mountain Area which lies between the Rocky Mountains 
on the East and the Cascades and Sierra Nevadas on the 

West. More than 5,000 square miles are embraced in 
this area which includes the whole or a part of six states 


—Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Oregon, Idaho, and Wyo- 
ming. 

The full schedule of Mission meetings was held for the 
four days in Salt Lake City. The local Preaching Mis- 
sion Committee made excellent preparations and the 
Mission was marked with real enthusiasm and interest. 
J. C. Kidneigh, Executive Secretary of the local Preach- 
ing Mission Committee, wired three weeks after the 
Mission closed: ‘‘Everybody is enthusiastic with the re- 
sults of the Mission here. It is so gratifying.” 

The total attendance during the four days was 10,730. 
The attendance at the opening service in the Methodist 
Church was about 1,700. The significance of these 
numbers is not appreciated until one realizes that there 
are only about 5,000 Protestant Church members in 
Salt Lake City, that the city and state are predominantly 
Mormon, and that the churches are scattered widely over 
that vast area. 

The ministers of the Intermountain Area showed a 
keen interest in the Mission, coming from great distances 
to participate in the four days’ program. It is estimated 
that the seventy of them who came from outside Salt 
Lake City traveled a total of 12,000 miles to reach the 
Mission. The one who came farthest journeyed 452 
miles. 

The Extension work was carefully planned with One- 
Day Missions in the following communities: Logan, 
Richfield, Price and Moab, Utah, and Evanston and 
Kemerer, Wyoming. The Extension Committee has also 
planned for Eight-Day local Preaching Missions during 
the week of November 18-21. 

The following appraisal of the work of the Mission 
was written for the Pacific Christian Advocate: 

“The Conference did much toward overcoming the 
sense of defeatism that so easily infects our Protestant 
ministers and laymen alike in the great Intermountain 
Area, overshadowed by one ‘dominant church,’ as no- 
where else in America. It gave evidence of a growing 
spirit of fellowship and oneness among them, and 
made real contribution to its further development.” 


Helping in Unemployment Census 


At the special invitation of Mr. John D. Biggers, Fed- 
eral Administrator for the Unemployment Census which 
begins on November 16, the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America is actively codperating in 
securing the help of local churches in carrying out the 
plan. Through denominational offices, city and state 
councils of churches and the religious press word has 
been widely sent to local pastors suggesting that, since 
the unemployment census is an entirely voluntary one, 
they can render a valuable service by encouraging citi- 
zens to give prompt response to the questions on the re- 
port cards which will be distributed thro ‘postoffices. 
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Armistice Sunday in a War-torn World 


of International Justice and Goodwill for Armis- 

tice Sunday, (November 7) when the churches 
of all denominations are invited to focus attention on the 
Christian witness in behalf of justice, reconciliation and 
peace, is being gratefully welcomed. The document is 
devoted largely to the presentation of what the Oxford 
Conference on “Church, Community and State” last 
summer had to say on the subject. The Message quotes 
the following trenchant paragraphs: 


Te Message of the Federal Council’s Department 


“All Christians acknowledge one Lord, whose claim 
upon them is such as to transcend all other loyalties. 
Here is the first obligation of the Church, to be in living 
fact the Church, a society with a unity so deep as to be 
indestructible by earthly divisions of race or nation or 
class.” 

“The Church should remind its members that the 
principle of the unconditional supremacy of the State or 
Nation, advanced either in time of peace or of war, is 
incompatible with the Church’s faith in Jesus Christ as 
its only Lord, and is therefore unacceptable as the final 
norm of judgment or action. It is the Church’s duty to 
serve the nation in which it is placed, but the greatest 
service which it can render is to remain steadfast and 
loyal to its Lord, and to test rigorously all claims of 
national interest by His Gospel.” 

“The Church, confessing its faith in redemption 
through Jesus Christ, sees in every man a ‘brother for 
whom Christ died.’ In time of war, as in time of peace, 
it should pray not only for the nation in which God has 
placed it, but also for the enemies of that nation. If 
Christians in warring nations pray according to the pat- 
tern of prayer given by their Lord, they will not be 
‘praying against’ one another. The Church should wit- 
ness in word, in sacramental life and in action, to the 
reality of the Kingdom of God which transcends the 
world of nations. It should proclaim and obey the com- 
mandment of the Lord, ‘Love your enemies’.”’ 

“To condemn war is not enough. Christians must do 
all in their power to promote among the nations justice 
and peaceful codperation, and the means of peaceful ad- 
justment to altering conditions’’: 


(1) “Especially should Christians in more fortunate 
countries press the demand for justice on behalf of the 
less fortunate.” “The unequal distribution of natural 
bounties is one of the main causes of war, if control is 
used to create a monopoly of national advantages. 
Christian people should move their governments to 
abstain from such policies and to provide a reasonable 
equality of economic opportunity.” 

(2) “So far as the present evil is political, the heart 
of it is to be found in the claim of each national State 
to be judge in its own cause. The abandonment of 
that claim, and the abrogation of absolute national 


sovereignty, at least to that extent, is a duty that the 
Church should urge upon the nations.” 

(3) “The churches should constantly warn their mem- 
bers of the grave danger involved in the feverish and 
uncontrolled race for rearmament, as both a symptom 
and a source of irresponsible power politics, and should 
insist upon the need and practical possibility of limi- 
tation and ultimate reduction of armaments by con- 
ference and multilateral agreement.” 


(4) “While giving discriminating support to work for 


peace through the League of Nations and kindred 
organizations the Church cannot leave the duty of 
peace-making to political agencies. The Church is 
itself called to a ministry of reconciliation in a world 
riven by fears, suspicions and grievances. The Church 
should be able by the leading of the Spirit to discover 
characteristically Christian ways of intervening as a 
healing and reconciling influence in a world of con- 
flict.” 


The issue of Information Service, published by the 
Federal Council’s Department of Research and Educa- 
tion on October 16, is devoted to a factual analysis of the 
issues behind the Far Eastern conflict. It reviews the 
historical background, the aims of Japan, the struggle of 
China, America’s relations with both China and Japan, 
and the bearing of the present conflict on the Christian 
movement in both countries. There is also an informing 
discussion of the various proposals as to American policy 
with reference to the conflict, including the pros and cons 
of the agitation both for the-invocation of the neutrality 
act and for a boycott of Japanese goods.

New Headquarters for the Federal — 
Council 


On November 1 the address of the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America was changed from 
105 East 22nd Street, New York (which is at the corner 
of 22nd Street and Fourth Ave.) to 297 Fourth Ave. 
(which is at the corner of 23rd Street). On that date 
the Council moved into more adequate and spacious head- 
quarters in the building adjoining the one in which the 
Council has hitherto been housed. 

The building at 297 Fourth Avenue which now be- 
comes the Federal Council’s home has been remodeled 
and modernized. With the exception of the first and 


second floors, the Council, together with other interde- 


nominational agencies associated with it, has the exclusive 
use of the building, occupying six floors. Included in the 
agencies occupying the same building are the Home Mis- 


sions Council, the Council of Women for Home Missions 


and the New York Office of the International Council of 
Religious Education.

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Bringing Oxford to America 


N a striking article in the Christian Century of Octo- 
ber 20 Dr. Albert W. Palmer, of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary, presents the possible comment of 

a future historian on the Oxford Conference on “Church 
Community and State”: 
“Oxford came too late. Once again it was the 
‘home of lost causes and impossible loyalties.’ 
All the findings of this conference, applicable as 
they were to the tragic situation in the early 
Twentieth Century, never registered with the 
churches and so failed to forestall the debacle 
or prevent the dark ages which followed.” 


No one who faces realistically the actualities of the 
world situation or who tries to answer the question as to 
how what happened at Oxford can be made to leaven the 
life of the churches and thereby of the world while there 


is yet time will doubt that there is ground for fears. 


Dr. Palmer asks that the Federal Council undertake to 
rouse all the churches of the country to such action as 
several in Chicago and in Evanston have already taken, 
where cooperative efforts to domesticate the seed sown at 
Oxford and Edinburgh are in process. The Council will 
do all that can be done from a central office to stimulate 
and facilitate the process of interpretation and action 
which is indicated as necessary if the Oxford and the 
Edinburgh conferences are to influence American Chris- 
tian life as they should. But the task is obviously so 
large that the utmost which every agency of the 
churches—denominational or interdenominational—can 
do will be required. 

Fortunately there is too much interest to be guided 
into a single channel—or even a dozen. It is breaking 
out in various unexpected ways in many places. Those 
who were present at the conference report that they are 
deluged with invitations to tell about their experiences. 
Study groups, forums, clubs, Sunday schools, universities, 
seminaries, Christian associations, conferences—all are 
involved as well as the pulpit, the press, and the radio. 
The Preaching Mission is helping forward the whole 
project wherever it goes.

New Work for Christian Unity 


On October 1 Dr. H. Paul Douglass began his work 
as Executive Secretary of the Federal Council’s new Com- 
mission for the Study of Christian Unity. He is devoting 
his first weeks partly to interpreting the significance of 
the ecumenical conference at Oxford and Edinburgh last 
summer and partly to the preparation of literature which 
will be useful in creating a wider understanding of the 
need for and the possibilities of a greater Christian unity 
in our own country. 

A preliminary bulletin setting forth the origin and pur- 
poses of the Commission for the Study of Christian Unity 
has been issued and can be obtained upon request. 

On October 27 Dr. Douglass met with the Association 
for the Promotion of Christian Unity at its annual meet- 
ing held in Columbus in connection with the International 
Convention of the Disciples of Christ. 
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A Letter to the President of the United States 


the following letter sent to President Roosevelt 

on October 9 by Dr, Edgar DeWitt Jones, Presi- 
dent of the Federal Council; Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, 
General Secretary, and Miss Mary E. Woolley, Chair- 
man of the Department of International Justice and 
Goodwill: 

“As officials of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America we have received with enthusiasm your 
statement at Chicago that ‘It is a matter of vital concern 
to the people of the United States that the sanctity of 
international treaties and the maintenance of interna- 
tional morality be restored.’ We believe it to be the duty 
of the United States to codperate with other nations in 
establishing the primacy of law and order in international 
relations. 

“The churches have long stood for the principle of 
consultation by the United States with other nations for 
the purpose of securing the peaceful settlement of inter- 
national disputes. The Federal Council has urged the 
government ‘to take such steps as may be advisable to 
insure the improvement of American-Japanese relations, 
and, in cooperation with other interested nations to labor 
for the restoration of a treaty structure for the Pacific.’ 

“In keeping with the official position of the Council 
we approve the action of the State Department in an- 
nouncing the willingness of the United States to consult 
with the signatories of the Nine Power Treaty in the 
interest of peace in the Far East. Consultation of the 
signatories of this treaty seems to us to be made neces- 
sary and advisable by the military aggression of Japan 
in China. :

at the Boston University School of Theology. Codperat- 
ing with him have been Rev. Dr. Luther D. Reed, Pro- 
fessor of Liturgical and Church Art at the Lutheran

S. Bromer, Professor of Practical Theology at the Theo- 
logical Seminary of the Evangelical and Reformed

“Two considerations emphasize to us the desirability 
of such action: first, the legal obligation imposed upon 
the signatories by the terms of the treaty; and second, 
the moral responsibility which rests upon us as a member ~ 
of the society of nations to codperate with other nations 
to establish and maintain international morality and 
peace. 

“In approving such consultation, we are mindful of 
your expressed determination ‘to pursue a policy of 
peace.’ This approval does not imply support of con- 
certed military action which might involve us in general 
war, because we think it has been proved that the war 
method is doomed to failure. 

“These are days when we must guard against the 
growth of a belligerent attitude. We believe that we 
need to remind ourselves that American policies have at 
times in the past aggravated difficulties in the Far East. 
When consultation is held we hope the United States 
will be prepared to recognize the existence of other 
problems in the Pacific than Japan’s military aggression. 
There will be no permanent appeasement of the situation 
until economic intercourse is facilitated and equitable 
access to raw materials and markets assured. 

“We are grateful to you for indicating to the world 
that America’s foreign policy is not one of selfish isola- 
tionism, holding aloof from a troubled world. In this 
hour of crisis we commend you to the God of righteous- 
ness and peace and pray that you may be granted wisdom 
sufficient to find new ways which will be more effective 
than the old way of war for establishing justice and peace 
among the nations.”

ter, recently deceased, Professor of Systematic Theology 
at the New Brunswick (N. J.) Theological Seminary. 
The Federal Council’s Executive Committee has 
authorized the issuance of the booklet on The Christian 
Year for information and as a guide for experiment by 
interested churches. The present outline is not regarded 
as complete or final but as a stage in a process of devel- 
oping a calendar for The Christian Year and it is expect- 
ed that revisions will be made from time to time. It is 
hoped that the new publication will be of special value 
to the churches which have not hitherto been accustomed 
to observe the Christian Year in any form. 
The suggested calendar follows the historic Church © 
Year, centering around the successive events in the life 
of our Lord from Advent to Pentecost. During the re- 
maining months of the year, for which the historical ap- 


.proach affords no guide, an original feature is intro- 
duced—the designation of a period described as “‘King- 


domtide,” paralleling such periods as Christmastide and 
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Eastertide. The various Sundays in “Kingdomtide” 
afford occasion for emphasizing concrete aspects of citi- 
zenship in Christ’s Kingdom in relation to contemporary 
life. 

“The Christian Year” is a booklet of 28 pages includ- 
ing the following chapters: The Christian Year; Reasons 
for Its Recapture; The Seasons and Festivals of the 
Christian Year; The Seasons of the Christian Year with 
Suggestions for Modern Use; A Table of Sundays for 
Any Year; A Table for Finding Dates of Easter and 
Other Festivals; The Calendar for the Year of Our Lord 
1938; A Table of Sundays for the Year 1938.

pitality a group of ninety-one from the United States 

and Canada took part in a conference tour of Nova 
Scotia and Cape Breton Island last summer, studying 
the progress of the codperatives guided by the Extension 
Department of St. Francis Xavier University. The group 
was composed of priests, ministers, social workers, college 
professors, school teachers, and business men. 

The first three days were spent in lectures and discus- 
sion under the guidance of the three outstanding leaders 
of the codperative movement in Nova Scotia. This gave 
the necessary background and underlying philosophy of 
the movement. A unique life story, “From Communism 
Back to Christianity,” was told us by one speaker, Alex 
B. McIntyre, who had been a communist leader and or- 
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described a remarkable experiment with a children’s 
chapel in his own parish. Professor William Adams 
Brown led a discussion on “The Nature of the Church as 
Catholic and Protestant and Its Bearing Upon Worship.” 
He felt that the development of Christian unity will be 
most effectively furthered by the experience of wor- 
shipping together and coming to understand what worship 
means to those whose outward forms of worship may be 
different but whose inner experience is the same. Dr. 
Samuel McCrea Cavert, of the Federal Council, discussed 
“Our New Sense of the Church as Ecumenical” in the 
light of the Oxford and Edinburgh conferences, and the 
consequences for worship. 

The address on “The New Order in Church Music,” 
given by Dean Robert G. McCutchan, of the DePauw 
University School of Music, at the meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Worship last spring, appeared in the October 
number of Religion in Life.

ganizer in the mines, but as a result of getting into one 
of the cooperative study groups, came to believe again in 
religion and the Church. We learned that because-of the 
codperative movement around Sidney communism had 
been almost entirely displaced there. 

For five days we visited the lobster factories, fish stores, 
credit unions in steel plants and mines, codperative stores, 
farmers’ cooperatives and craft shops where women’s 
handcraft was displayed. We saw buildings being con- 
structed by the people, from lumber they had cut and 
drawn themselves, and in which they had a unique pride 
of possession. We talked with fisher-folk, farmers, 
miners, steel workers; men who had lost hope and felt 
themselves the slaves of a system, but who were now 
courageous in their new venture of codperation. We saw 
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long lines of miners as they received their pay and then 
went directly to the credit union to deposit their small 
amount—fifty cents, one dollar, two dollars—toward 
their accounts. We saw the drab homes of these poor 
people which had become new with carpets and other 
materials woven by the women. We saw sisters teaching 
them, priests and ministers leading them, as they went 
on with their various study classes and codperative ven- 
tures. 

We learned that, although last year was an excellent 
fish year and this year one of the poorest, in L’Ardoise 
the men are making more money than last year. Why? 
They saved twelve hundred dollars on buying their salt 
cooperatively, hundreds more on fishing supplies, barrels 
and other necessary equipment. Then, by selling directly 
and codperatively through the fishermen’s union, they 
received seventeen cents a pound instead of six cents, as 
they had received last year from the buyer. 

The last three days were spent in the annual Rural 
and Industrial Conference of the Extension Department 
of the University. The president of the conference was 
Father M. M. Coady; the vice-president, Rev. A. Nelson 
MacDonald, a United Church pastor, and the secretary is 
A. R. MacDonald, a layman. The eight hundred dele- 
gates voted unanimously to form a Cooperative Whole- 
sale for the Maritime Provinces, and further to increase 
their services. 

Probably the most significant thing about the move- 


ment is that it is centered in religion and in the Church. 
The priest or minister is the leader. 
based upon the most advanced social thinking, yet 
grounded in the deepest religious conviction.

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United Program of Life and Work and 
Faith and Order 


Following the Life and Work Conference at Oxford 
last summer and the Faith and Order Conference at 
Edinburgh, the American sections of the two movements 
have formulated a plan for joint effort in carrying for- 
ward an educational program concerning the significance 
of the ecumenical movement as a whole. The program 
provides not only for a united approach to the churches 
in interpreting the plan for the World Council of Churches 
(as outlined in the FEDERAL CouNcIL BULLETIN for Sep- 
tember) but also the presentation of a joint financial ap- 
proach to the public. Codperation along these and other 
lines will be made effective through a joint executive com- 
mittee of the American sections of the two movements, 
under the co-chairmanship of Professor William Adams 
Brown, representing Life and Work, and Dr. J. Ross 


_ Stevenson, representing Faith and Order. The joint com- 
mittee is already functioning actively. 


These plans are the result of a combined meeting of 
the American members of the Continuation Committee 
of the World Conference on Faith and Order and the 
American Section of the Universal Christian Council for 
Life and Work, held in New York on September 30. The 
special purpose of the meeting was to devise the best 
plan for selecting the twelve delegates from North Amer- 
ica to the Provisional Conference to be held in Holland 
next May for the purpose of drafting a constitution for 
the World Council of Churches for submission to the 
various ecclesiastical bodies of the world. Two dele- 
gates to the Conference were allocated to the Canadian 
Churches, to be selected in such manner as they may find 
best. It is proposed that the remaining ten be chosen by 
an “electoral conference” which will probably be held 
in Washington in January and to which all the denomi- 
nations which were invited to the Oxford and the Edin- 
burgh Conferences will be eligible to send delegates. It 
was agreed that any communion which counts at least 
one million members may instruct its delegates as to who 
shall represent that communion at the Provisional Con- 
ference. 


Labor Speakers in Denver Churches 


With the hearty codperation of the Colorado Council 
of Churches and the Denver Council of Religious Edu- 
cation, fourteen appointments were made for labor rep- 
resentatives to occupy pulpits in Denver on October 10 
during the Convention of the American Federation of 
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Labor. The local church in each case invited its speaker, 
utilizing the help of James Myers, Industrial Secretary 
of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, who suggested names and helped to secure the 
speakers. The purpose of this project is to draw or- 
ganized labor and church people into closer understand- 
ing by giving labor speakers an opportunity to state the 
ideals and objectives of the labor movement in its aspects 
of human betterment. 

In inviting the American Federation of Labor speakers 
to address church audiences in Denver it was made clear 
that no commitment was made by church forces in the 
internal conflict in the labor movement. The subsequent 
move toward a peace conference between the American 
Federation of Labor and the Committee for Industrial 
Organization is being noted with satisfaction by all 
friends of labor. 


Religion and Health 


Under the chairmanship of Dr. Howard Chandler Rob- 
bins, Professor of Pastoral Theology at General Theolog- 
ical Seminary, a new Committee on Religion and Health 
has been created by the Federal Council of Churches. 
The first meeting, held on November 1, while the But- 
LETIN is in press, is to formulate general policies and con- 
sider practical plans for carrying forward the work. 

The personnel of the Committee is to include both min- 
isters and physicians, and the codperation of the two 
groups in their ministry to the individual is to be em- 
phasized. 

The creation of the Committee is the outgrowth of an 
increasing recognition of the contribution which vital 
religious faith makes to the maintenance of bodily and 
mental health. The Committee conceives its task chiefly 
in terms of helping the minister to make his pastoral 
relationship with needy individuals more effective. It 
is hoped that one of the results of the Committee’s work 
will be to focus fresh attention upon the unique oppor- 
tunity which the pastor has, through personal interviews, 
in “the cure of souls.”” Careful study will be given to the 
possibilities of helpful codperation between religious 
workers and specialists in the field of mental hygiene 
and psychiatry. It is recognized that many psychiatrists 
have little appreciation of the significance of religion for 
the inner life and that many ministers have little under- 
standing of the difficulties which make it necessary for 
people to go to the psychiatrist. The appointment of the 
Federal Council’s Committee is evidence of a desire for 
better understanding between the two groups.

On October 14, fifty-eight delegates from 
twenty churches organized the Worcester 
(Mass.) Council of Churches, with Rev.

Church, as president, and Rev. Myron W. 
Fowell, pastor of the Park Congregational 
Church, as executive vice-president. Sev- 
eral months of work by an organizing com- 
mittee lay behind this consummation. Dr. 
Philip Allan Swartz of the Federal Council 
staff was present as counselor. The devel- 
opment of the Council is regarded as 
largely an outgrowth of the Preaching 
Mission held in Worcester earlier this year. 
At that time the concluding meeting, with 
an audience of three thousand, went on 
record as favoring the formation of an 
interchurch council.

Women of Chicago Unite 
in Missionary Education

Hugh Vernon White, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, Dr. T. H. P. Sailer, honorary sec- 
retary of the Missionary Education Move- 
ment, Miss Sue Wedell, of the Woman’s 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
Church in America. Several missionaries 
who were in the Chicago area served as 
resource and discussion leaders. 


Washington Inaugurates 
Honor Roll for Laymen 


A unique method of honoring Christian 
laymen of the city who render distin- 
guished service in connection with the 
moral and religious life of the city, has 
been launched by the Washington (D.C.) 
Federation of Churches. On the initiative 
of the pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, 
Dr. W. S. Abernethy, a silver scroll has 
been made and presented by a group of 
ministers to the Federation. On this scroll 
will be inscribed each year the name of 
the layman of the city who is selected by 
a jury-committee as having made the most 
notable contribution to making the Chris- 
tian conscience effective in the community. 
The first name which will appear is Wilbur 
LaRoe, the Superintendent of Police in the 
city and Chairman of the Civic Affairs 
Committee of the Church Federation. 
Among the significant achievements of the 
Committee under his chairmanship during 
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the past year have been the victory over 
the liquor interests on the proposal of 
Sunday selling of liquor and effective 
action against gambling. 

The wording on the scroll is as follows: 
‘In recognition of distinguished service 
rendered in the development of the moral 
and religious life of the city, ministers of 
the nation’s capital have given this scroll 
and authorize the award annually to the 
man or woman who may be adjudged pre- 
eminently worthy.” 


Federated Churches 
in New York State 


The Empire Builder, a mimeographed 
publication of the Presbyterian Synod of 
New York, makes this sagacious comment 
concerning the federated churches in which 
the Synod codperates: “Yes, they work, 
when there is the determination to work 
them—and the right leadership. Six replies 
from federated churches in the Synod indi- 
cate unhesitatingly (with perhaps one 
exception) that the plan has been success- 
ful in these communities. In all these cases, 
except one, the federation is between Bap- 
tist and Presbyterian churches; the other is 
between Presbyterian and Methodist. In 
two places the federation involves a Meth- 
odist church in addition to the other two. 
Every locality has its own plan for codper- 
ation. Some alternate in use of buildings; 
some use one for worship and another for 
other meetings. Some alternate in calling 
pastors; others choose ‘any good man.’ One 
clerk of session writes: ‘I hate to think of 
the situation of either Baptist or Presby- 
terian church had we not united. “He that 
loseth his life for my sake shall find it” 
is as true for churches as for individuals.’ ” 


Emphasizing Weekday Religion 


Under the cooperative sponsorship of the 
Greater New York Federation of Churches 
and Grace Episcopal Church of that city a 
special effort to magnify a weekday min- 
istry was initiated last month at Grace 
Church.

AMONG THE BEST NEW BOOKS 


Family and Church 


By Lewis J. SHERRILL 
Abingdon Press. $2.00 


Dean Sherrill has. given us the most 
painstaking and careful study this reviewer 
has seen of the basic relationships which 
exist between the family and the church. 
The book is blessed by a happy combina- 
tion of a statesmanlike view of the prob- 
lems and a clear and interesting manner of 
presentation. The author recognizes that 
homemakers in the changing modern scene 
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are suffering from considerable confusion 
both as to basic thinking about family 
relationships, and as to practical everyday 
problems. He believes that the church has 
important help to offer in imparting a high 
quality to these everyday relationships, and 
in providing spiritual dynamics for com- 
plete living. He points out that in the 
family personality is the supreme value, 
and that religion also has both recognized 
the supremacy of personality and has pro- 
vided for the enhancement of its values. 
The material is arranged in four divi- 
sions, the first dealing with Problems of the 
Modern Family; the second with Religious 
Resources. The third deals with putting 
these resources to use in the family and the 
church, and the fourth gives a very com- 
prehensive presentation of programs that 
have been used in American churches. The 
author finds that handicaps have to do in 
part with attitudes toward marriage. He 
organizes his discussion of causes of failure 
in marriage under three types of strain: 
sexual strain, financial strain, and cultural 
strain. At the same time he offers a 
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thoughtful treatment of relationships be- 
tween parents and children. 

The section having to do with religious 
resources gives a valuable study of the 
teachings of the Bible on the family, not 
only in its direct statements, but in atti- 
tudes, customs, and points of view both in 
the Old Testament and in the New, which 
without his thoughtful interpretation might 
easily have been overlooked. He finds in 
the Bible a wise awareness of the educa- 
tional function of the family, and of the 
fact that religion is reproduced through 
the family. He finds the Scripture writers 
keenly aware of the place of children in 
religion, and also brings out the interesting 
thought that the Bible lays much stress 
upon the education of parents. The gradual 
development in Hebrew life from various 
forms of marital union to the ideal of 
monogamy is well portrayed. Passing on 
from this basic study, the author shows 
why the home is still the first school of 
religion both in its incidental and informal 
“ways of sharing life together, and in its 
‘more formal inculcation of religious ideas. 

The fourth section is illuminated by the 
illustrative case studies to which reference 
has already been made. Here the author 
presents, in careful arrangement, brief ac- 
counts of family or parent education work 
in the church in sixty-five local programs 

_ of widely varying sorts. 

Pastors and leaders will find this book a 
great help. College and theological sem- 
inary classes on the family will make large 
use of it; homemakers will find it a 
treasury of information and interpretation.

The Share-Cropper 


By CHARLIE May Simon 
E. P. Dutton & Co. $2.50 


In this novel the cotton tenant and 
share-cropper are personified in Bill Brad; 
ley, a white share-cropper in Arkansas. He 
lives with his old mother and father and 
his sister, Elvira, who craves fine clothes 
and goes astray seeking them. He courts 
and marries his childhood sweetheart, 
Donie, and tries honestly through succeed- 
ing years to make a living and life for her 
and their three children. The effects of the 
flood when the Mississippi River broke 
through the levee, of the drought and the 
boll weevil, the exploitation of the un- 
scrupulous landlords with the excessive 
prices at the plantation store and high 
interest charges on advances of supplies 
are all vividly pictured in terms of this 
family’s experiences. Bill Bradley, who did 
not have enough knowledge to keep his 
accounts and who was cheated when he got 
others to show him how, ends up as poor 
as he began. While at work as a wage 
laborer on the levee near Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, he was helped by a young local 
lawyer who had been stirred by the plight 
of the tenant-farmers. He helped Bradley 
and others form a share-croppers’ union 
_and the whippings and killings that re- 
sulted are portrayed. 

The story is somewhat one-sided because 
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the Negro tenant and share-cropper comes 
into the picture only incidentally and the 
plantations described are those where un- 
fairness, brutality, whipping, or cheating 
occur. Even the one fairly decent landlord 
is left tarred with the system. 

It is a book, however, well worth read- 
ing by those who are not able to see and 
learn of these conditions at first hand. It 
makes vivid the condition of millions, both 
black and white, in the Cotton Belt.

The Minister: His World and 
His Work 


By Wiu1am Apams Brown 


Cokesbury Press, Nashville, Tenn. $2.00 


The minister’s work, according to Dr. 
Brown, has a “double setting.” While he 
is first a minister of the Church, that is 
not the only institution in which he must 
live. His two worlds, the supernatural 
and the natural, “overlap in surprising and 
baffling ways.” There is a true sense in 
which he must be “a man of the world,” 
albeit his “distinctive function” is to “lead 
people in the public worship of God.” 

There are some things which the world 
must not expect from the Church, such as 
a complete solution of economic and polit- 
ical problems and a complete realization of 
Christian ideals by its members. But the 
Church holds in trust for mankind “a 
unifying and life-giving Gospel” and “an 
unconquerable faith in its ultimate su- 
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premacy.” Those political dictators whom 
we deplore have won the youth because 
they have a gospel. Over against their 
gospel, we have that of a living God, 
Who is revealed in Christ as the redeemer 
of mankind. 

The author emphasizes the function of 
the minister as priest—to make God real. 
Contemporary religion has lost God-con- 
sciousness. The sense of divine reality 
must be restored. The minister must draw 
men away from their busy-ness and show 
them the kind of God for whom they 
should look. 

Dr. Brown also emphasizes the teaching 
office of the minister. Three aspects of 
Christianity call for it: the Christian inter- 
pretation of the facts of history, the gospel 
of redemption for both individual and 
society, the significance of the Church as 
an institution. Christianity is a historical 
religion; the Gospel is one cf doctrine. As 
to the Church, we Protestants have failed 
to provide a true conception of it, and “our 
neglect of the Church has for the rank and 
file of men carried the Kingdom with it.” 

The minister as pastor is to be a “prac- 
tical counsellor in the problems of applied 
Christianity” and adviser to his people on 
the issues they face in society—class con- 


troversy, race relations, economic relation- 


ships, war and peace. The pastor is to 
help his people to Christianize the com- 
munity. 

The minister’s responsibility goes beyond 
his own parish and community. He must 
be an interpreter of the Church Universal 
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in his relations to his fellow ministers and 
those between Churches. 

I venture an observation with which I 
know Dr. Brown will agree. We have 
among us a type of younger ministers 
whose zeal for the social gospel has led 
them to forget that they are shepherds of 
the flock. They speak almost contemptu- 
ously about “door-bell ringing.” They go 
to public gatherings. They neglect their 
pastoral duties and only go to people when 
they are called. To sum it up, they are 
tremendously alive to the needs of hu- 
manity as a whole, but lose interest in 
human beings. Their sermons fail to reach 


the hearts and emotions of individual 
souls. While Dr. Brown’s book deals with 
great social interests, all through it are con- 
stant touches making it clear that Dr. 
Brown assumes the deep and intimate pas- 
toral relations and knowledge of homes and 
individual lives. Let not any of Dr. 
Brown’s readers overlook his clear assump- 
tions that the minister cannot know man- 
kind unless he knows men and women in 
those relations of affection and trust which 
characterize a genuine ministry. Dr. 
Brown, throughout, has magnified the call- 
ing of the minister, as a minister, not as 
a propagandist or reformer. CissM:
